GENERAL CONDITIONS OF SALE 


Definitions. In these Conditions Glendinning & 
Co., who act only as auctioneers and agents for the 
vendor, are called “the Auctioneers”, and the 
representative of Glendining & Co. conducting the 
auction is called ““The Auctioneer”. 


General. Whilst Glendining & Co. make every 
effort to ensure the accuracy of their catalogue and 
the description of any lot: 

(a) Each lot as set out in the catalogue or as 
divided or combined with any other lot or lots is 
sold by the vendor with all faults, imperfections 
and errors of descriptions. 

(b) Glendining & Co. do not accept responsibility 
for the authenticity, attribution, genuineness, 
origin, authorship, date, age, period, condition 
or quality of any lot, unless they have been 
instructed in writing by the vendor so to certify, 
and in such case the Auctioneers do so as 
agents of the vendor and are not themselves 
responsible for such claims. 

(c) All statements, whether printed in the cata- 
logue or made orally, as to any of the matters 
set Out in (b) above are statements of opinion 
only and are not to be taken as being or imply- 
ing any warranties or representations of fact by 
Glendining & Co., unless they have been 
instructed in writing by the vendor so to certify, 
and in such case the Auctioneers do so as 
agents of the vendor and are not themselves 
responsible for such claims. 

(d) Any claim under any Statute must be received 
in writing by the Auctioneer within ten days of 
the day of the sale. 


The Auction. 

(a) The Auctioneer has absolute discretion to div- 
ide any lot, to combine any two or more lots or 
to withdraw any lot or lots from the sale, to 
refuse bids, regulate bidding or cancel the sale 
without in any case giving any reason or with- 
out previous notice. He may bid on behalf of 
the vendor for all goods which are being offered 
subject to reserve or at the Auctioneer’s dis- 
cretion. 

(b) The highest bidder shall be the buyer except in 

the case of a dispute. If during the auction the 

Auctioneer considers that a dispute has arisen, 

he has absolute discretion to settle it or to re- 

offer the lot. The Auctioneer may at his sole 
discretion determine the advance of bidding or 
refuse a bid. 

Each lot is put up for sale subject to any reserve 

price placed by the vendor. Where there is no 

reserve price (but not otherwise) the seller has 
the right to bid either personally or by any one 
person (who may be the Auctioncer). 

(d) All conditions, notices, descriptions, state- 
ments and other matters in the catalogue and 
elsewhere concerning any lot are subject to any 
statements modifying or affecting the same 
made by the Auctioneer from the rostrum prior 
to any bid being accepted for the lot.

Rescission. Notwithstanding any other terms of 
these Conditions, if within fourteen days after the

Instructions. As Glendining & Co. are auction-

Reserves. 


(a) All goods are put up for sale WITHOUT RE- 
SERVE at the Auctioneer’s discretion unless 
written instructions as to reserves are received 
by one hour prior to the commencement of the 
sale. 

(b) In the event of any reserve price not being 
reached at auction Glendining & Co. are 
empowered to sell after the auction, by private 
treaty, at not less than the reserve price, as long 
as the goods remain on Glendining & Co.'s 
premises.

Rights to Photographs and Illustrations. The ven- 
dor gives Glendining & Co. full and absolute right 
to photograph and illustrate any lot placed in its 
hands for sale and to use such photographs and 
illustrations and any photographs provided by the 
vendor at any time at its absolute discretion 
(whether or not in connection with the auction).

Inspection. Each buyer by making a bid for a lot 
acknowledges that he has satisfied himself fully 
before bidding by inspection or otherwise as to all 
the Sale Conditions the physical condition of and 
description of the lot including but not restricted to 
whether the lot is damaged or has been repaired or 
restored. 


Property and Risk. Legal title will not pass to the 
buyer until the lot(s) has been paid for in full and 
the Auctioneers shall be entitled to a lien on any lot 
sold until the purchase price (as defined in 22 
below) is paid in full but each lot is at the sole risk 
of the buyer from the fall of the hammer.

being, | am told built, with small stones, I judge 
them to be the ruins of Byzantine monasteries. As 
for medals, intaglios, &c., former travellers have left 
me nothing, except a fine silver medal of the island, 
which I bought of the bishop with whom I lodged, 
and which this barbarian had filed on one side to see, 
as he told me, if it were good silver. 

It rained all last night, and has done so almost the 
whole of to-day : I found, however, a couple of dry 
hours in the morning to look at the town; quite 
enough, for 1 was disgusted with the misery of its ap- 
pearance: few, very few, of the houses have glass to 
their windows : the bishop’s house is one of the best in 
the place, and this shakes fearfully when one walks 
across the room, and bits of the wall are constantly 
crumbling down. The bazaars are mean and unsup- 
plied. The only thing worth seeing in the town is a 
surprisingly-large plane-tree in the bazaar; I had the 
curiosity to measure it, and found its trunk, which is of 
oval form, to be thirty-three feet four inches in circum- 
ference, and its branches to extend, from the extremity 
of one side to that of the other, thirty-seven paces. The 
inhabitants of the town live by handicraft, keeping 
shops of provisions, &c. and a few by merchandise. 
All the rest of the day I remained in doors writing 
and reading a few French books [have borrowed from 
the family of a late French Consul here.

COINS 
ANCIENT AND MODERN 


The Collection of William Turner (1792-1867) 


The coins of William Turner were collected during his wide and varied career as a 
diplomat, firstly centred at Constantinople—convenient for the Ancient World, and 
then in Bogota at the time of the birth of the first Republic of Colombia—giving him an 
interest in, and access to, the coins of the New World. In 1820 he published in London 
his Journal of a Tour in the Levant, being very much the observations of a young and 
impressionable enthusiast, and dedicated to George Canning. Where the text of the 
diary relates to the coins in the Ancient section of the sale, certain passages have been 
quoted as footnotes prefaced by the world ‘“‘Journal”’, and the volume number. Sadly no 
such journal exists for the coins acquired in the New World. Further biographical 
references are to be found in The Dictionary of National Biography in the short account 
of the life and many achievements of William Turner.

It seems more likely that the 
above three Satrapal coins are those referred to, rather than the group of Pseudo- 
Rhodian drachms which form lot 28.

The silver cinquentins—first produced in 1609 and, surprisingly, despite the wealth 
still coming from the New World, appearing at a time of increasing economic 
decline—are among the rarest and certainly among the most spectacular coins in the 
Spanish series. No cinquentins dated as early as the present coin, were included in 
the important group of thirteen sold in these rooms, 28th November, 1974. It is 
understood that only one other specimen of this date is known. 


William Turner spent about ten days in Spain during April, 1811—mostly in 
Cadiz—on his journey to Constantinople. It is possible that some of his Spanish 
coins, including the present one, were acquired at this time.

Reginald Huth’s collecting tastes reflected a penchant for coins and medals of women 
rulers, clearly witnessed by the sale of his collection in 1927 and his Hawaiian coins, 
among the most beautiful he commissioned, appear to represent a sentimental and 
quixotic gesture on his part—like his issues for the deposed Spanish and Malagasy 
queens, Isabel If and Ranavolo III—presumably, inspired in this case by the 
overthrow of Liliuokalani, the last indigenous ruler of Hawaii, in 1893. 

Forrer attributes them to John Pinches; but although struck by the company it is 
safe to assume the dies were engraved by Allan Wyon—a view supported by stylistic 
affinities with Allan Wyon’s known work and confirmed by the last chairman of the 
Pinches. The figure of 50 pieces struck, quoted by Forrer, was based on information 
supplied by Huth and there is no reason to doubt its accuracy.

A total of 50 silver Dollar-size medals in honour of Princess Kaiulani, niece of Queen 
Liliuokalani, were struck, according to information supplied to Forrer by Huth. Two 
varieties are known, one with a single dolphin beneath the head, the other with three 
additional dolphins in the field. Krause and Mishler indicate a mintage of 20 of the 
first variety and 30 for the second but do not indicate their source for these figures.
